CLEVELAND, O., April 7.—[Special. |—Vigor- 
ous efforts have been made to induce Mrs. 
Bowman, the daughter of Sidney C. Burton, to 
show the papers in her possession referring 
to the Kissane case, which Gen. Darr tried so 
long to get, but she persistently refuses to 
give them up. Gen. Darr made to Mrs. Bow- 
man the proposition that he would prosecute 
Kissane and she should share the results. 
Mrs. Bowman offered Gen. Darr the pa- 
pers for $7,000 or $8,000, which he refused 
to give. : 

Sidney C. Burton was the Cleveland man 
who followed Kigsane for years and spent 

$50,000 in the endeavor to bring him to 
justice. He kept a complete record of all his 
movements. His life was hazarded almost 
momentarily, and one of his most formidable 

‘foes was a woman, the wife of Capt. Cum- 

mings, who commanded the Martha Wash- 

ington, the boat that Kissane and his fellow- 
conspirators are said to have burned on the 

Mississippi.

Henry Thornton Merrill. 

Henry Thornton Merrill of this city, well 
known in musical circles, died very unex- 
pectedly at his residence, No. 465.

Wisconsin Central Railroad in common with 
other Western roads by the Eastern rail- 
way lines, and the course that the first- 
named road proposes to pursue in dealing 
with it, an officialof the company said to- 
night: We propose to give no attention 
whatever to this alleged boycott, but will go 
right on paying commissions to ticket 

as we always have 
Central adheres to 
and acts in accordance with the sentiment 
that it is a wise plan to pay commissions, and 
do it first, last, and all the time. It is money 
to the company to do 80. The claim made by 
the lines which are crying for the abolish- 
ment of commissions-paying, that the com- 
missions come out of the traveling public’s 
purse, is pure sophistry, and ridiculous in 
the extreme. If the roads making this claim 
would show the shadow ofa disposition to 
reduce passenger rates,even to the extent 
of the amounts sought to be saved 
by the non-payment of commissions 
to 2 there would be a little more reason 
to their claim ; but, far from it, these roads 
not only tail to reduce rates, but proceed to 
cut off excursion-rate courtesies and in every 
way take advantage of the new railway law 
by twisting it into such shape as possi- 
bly result in bringing an extra dollar into 
their treasury. No railway company is more 
anxious than are we to live up to the law to 
the very letter, and we will do so, but 
of trying 
to add disagreeable features to it. 80 
far as this boycott is concerned, it was estab- 
lished on a wrong ny and we are not 
letting it bother us in the least.

ALL ‘THE TESTIMONY IN. 


THE PROSECUTION IN .THE NICHOLS 
TRIAL REST THEIB CASE. 


Wife of the Murdered Messenger on the 
Stand—The Chain of Circumstantial Evi- 
dence Completed Despite the Objections 
of Counsel to the Admission of Certain 
Testimony—The, Defense Begin by At- 
tacking the Story Told by Gallagher-—A 
Resume of the Latter’s Testimony. 


Morris, Dl, April 7.—({Special.]—Every 
phase of a great trial developed today 
during the progress of the Rock 
Island case. But few listened to the 
early morning ovroceedings, which were 
characterized by extreme dullness. Frank 
Murray, Uhief of Police of Joliet, was the 
first witness called. It was the object of the 
prosecution to corroborate Gallagher's testi. 
mony by this witness as well as a portion of 
Pinkertor’s. His attention was called to the 
day the indictments were returned by the 
grand jury, and he he was at the peni- 
tentiary at Joliet in company with W. J. Gal- 
lagher, William Pinkerton, and Messrs. Wing, 
Stough, and Carter, counsel for the State, 
The point which the people endeavored to 
bring out by this witness was that Gallagher 
at this time gave them information which 
led to the examination of the lock on 
Nichols’ safe, which resulted in finding the 
scratches on the tumblers. The defense 
were 80 persistent in objections to introduc- 
ing this conversation, which occurred in the 
absence of either of the defendants, that 
the court sustained them. Gallagher had 
testified that the men first tried to open the 
safe béfore murdering Nichols. The prose- 
cution was therefore obliged to pro- 
ceed to the corroboration of that por- 
tion of Pinkerton's testimony relating 
to his interview with Schwartz and Watt in 
the Sheriff’s parlor here. Mr. Murray testi- 
tied that he stood at the door, which was 
ajar, listening to the conversation between 

inkerton, Watt, and Schwartz, which he 
detailed substantially the same as Pinkerton. 
Watt both admitted and denied at that inter- 
view that he had the money. att said at 
that time he could not get the money. 
Schwartz importuned him to give Pinker- 
ton the money.

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SUICIDE OF AN ILLINOIS FARMER 
AFTER SHOOTING HIS BROTHER. 


Distressing Result of a Boris of Quarrels 


Cunton—4 Stable of Thoroughbreds 
Burned to Death in Iowa—A List of Fa- 
talities by Fire—A Chicago Man Acct- 
dentally Kilis Himself While Hunting 
Near Des.

A sensational attempt at murder and suicide oc- 
curred three miles south of Chatham, Sangamon 
County, III., about 8 o’clock yesterday morning.

A GENUINE CASE OF SMALL-POX. 


Discovery of an Italian Afflicted with the 
Dread Disease. 

A case of small-pox was discovered yesterday 
by an Italian physician, Dr. N. Re, who notified 
the health officers, in the rear of No. 48 North 
Carpenter street. afew doors from Lake. The 
victim of the disease was Joseph Cassello, an 
Italian laborer, 3% years of age and unmarned. 
Cassello sailed from Naples Feb. 2% on the 
steamer Alsatia, of the Anchor Line. The vessel 
contained 700 em nts and two cases of small- 
pox developed on the voyage. The trip occupied 
twenty-two days, and when the vessel reached 
New York it was quarantined one day and one 
night. Then the passengers were unloaded and 
Cassello and eighty or ninety others started for 
Chicago, arriving here Aprill. He at once went 
to the house of a friend, Antonio Marggo, at No. 
48 Carpentér street, and the remainder of the 
emigrants scattered thro the city. 

Drs. Garrott, Sawyer, Hale, and Montgomery, 
medical inspectors the Health Department, 
are busy vaccinating every Italian in the city 
whose arm doés not show a good vaccination 
scar. Dr. Garrott, who bears the reputation of 
hav vaccinated more persons than any other 
man in America, went prepared with a lot of 
points charged with fresh vaccine virus, and 
with Dr. Montgomery and a reporter went into 
the room where the sick man lay. His face was 
broken out with bright-red eruptions, which had 
not yet become umbilicated, showing that the 
case was of.a mild form and not yet far advanced.

It would 
seem that the ruling in the New York case 
covers all the material points that can be 
The complaint made by the banks was of 
unequal taxation in violation of the Federal 
statute, which declares that State levies on 
the shares of National banks shall not be at 
a greater rate than is assessed upon other 
moneyed capital in the hands of individual 
citizens of said State.” In New York de- 
posits in savings banks are exempt from tax- 
ation and the stock of trust companies and 
the Uke is listed at the usual low valuation 
of personal property, while National-bank 
shares, having a market value easily ascer- 


worth, thus creating the inequality alleged to 
be in violation of the act of Congress. In 
the decision rejecting this claim the Supreme 
Court rigidly restricts the term “other 
moneyed capital to capital actually employed 
in the business of banking on the theory 
that the aqt of Con was intended solely 
to promote a cate ot National banking 
and that the limitation of State taxation on 
capital so invested was designed to prevent 
the States from “ creating and fostering an 
unequal competition” by State banks.

| Federal Government has sought to compel 
| equal taxation of “moneyed capital” by the

money.“ Conceding that deposits in saving 
banks constitute “moneyed capital, the 
court yet holds that they do not come within 
the act of Congress in such a sense that if 
exempted from taxation shares in National 
banks must also be exempt. The ruling is 
in gio dogs eee the owners of 

bank stock and sustains, or, rather, declines 
to interfere with, the unequal taxation levied 
on such property in New York. 

The reasoning of the Supreme Court can- 
not well be controverted. Undoubtedly Con- 
gress intended simply to protect National 
banks from unfair taxation levied by the 
States purposely to foster rival banking in- 
stitutions, and did not require that National- 
bank shares should be hsted for local taxa- 
tion on the same footing with all other kinds 
of moneyed capital The real complaint of 
the banks is not that they are overtaxed but 
that other owners of moneyed capital are not 
1 Clearly, however, the dispro- 
portion where it exists is not a result of the 
law, but arises from the fact that bank shares

THE COMMISSION'S FIRST RULING. 

The first decision of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission speaks well for the sa- 
gacity of that body. Brought at the outset 
to face the most difficult question that can 
arise under the new law—the suspension of 
the short-haul rule in special cases—the Com- 
missioners show themselves keenly alive to 
the importance of the matter and disposed to 
exercise great care in avoiding mistakes. The 
order granting the carriers in the Southern 
Railway & Steamship Association. a release 
from the short-haul rule for a period of nine- 
ty days is carefully guarded, presents noth- 
ing of which uudue advantage can be taken, 
and does not commit the commission to the 
policy of granting exemptions or indulgences 
to the railroads excépt where such action is 
fully justified and required by the best in- 
terests of commerce. The order is only tem- 
porary and designed merely to preserve the 


present situation unchanged until a thorough 


investigation can be made. 

In the hearing before the commission the 
roads in the Southern association professed 
that a strict enforcement of the short-haul 
princivie on their lines would interfere seri- 
ously with long-distance transportation and 
prove damaging both to.carriers and ship- 
pers, and that therefore théy were entitled 
to the exemption expressly authorized by the 
Inter-State act under such circumstances, 
However, only the railroad side of the ques- 
tion was presented and the commission de- 
termined before taking final action to hold 
sessions at Atlanta, Mobile, New Orleans, 
and Memphis and ask the merchants and 
shippers interested to submit their views. 
Meanwhile the roads are permitted to main- 
tain differential rates not greater than were 
in force when the new law took effect, and the 
commission reserves power to withdraw and 
cancel this indulgence at any time “upon 
hearing or otherwise.” gai 

The Inter-State Commissioners seem fully 
impressed with the belief that the short-haul 
rule is to be suspended in special cases for 
the benefit of the public and not merely for 
the ad vantage of the carriers. In exceptional 
instances railroads meeting competition by 
water or by foreign carriers may make rates 
on long-distance traffic which would be un- 
remunerative if applied proportionally to the 
entire business of the lines, and when busi- 
ness has been adjusted to such circumstances 
differential charges on long hauls may be 
permitted with obvious advantage to public 
interests. Such cases, however, are com- 
paratively rare, and if exemptions were 
granted wherever competition of any charac- 
ter exists the short-haul doctrine of the new 
law would be soon stripped of all meaning. 
Evidently the Commissioners intend to grant 
releases only in exceptional cases. They 
will do well also to follow the sagacious 
policy adopted in their first ruling and make 
all such exemptions temporary in character 
and subject to recall by the commission at 
any time. Then if it should appear that a 
mistake had been made or the authority con- 
ferred was being abused the Commissioners 
would have the remedy in their own hands 
and could apply it at once. 

THE CASE OF APPRAISER HOFFMANN. 

The case of Mr. Appraiser Hoffmann is one 
of more than ordinary importance and offen- 
siveness, or ‘“pernicity,” as Mr. Dana 
would say, and_it will be of little use for 
the Appraiser to deprecate its discussion 
or make light of the charges which are 
brought to hisdoor. He was appointed only 
a short time ago, with the full knowledge of 
the President's dictum that the influence of 
Federal officeholders should not be felt in the 
manipulation of primary meetings and nom- 
inating conventions,” and he took the office 
with the implied understanding that he 
would regard the rule. His predecessor, Mr. 
Ham, who was removed against the wishes 
of the business-men of both parties to make 
room for him,. had not interfered with poli- 


ties during his term, but devoted himself as- 


siduously to his duties, and not only per- 
formed them satisfactorily but satisfied the 
strictest requirements of the Civil-Service 
law. There was no reason for his removal 
except that, being a National Union Repub- 
lican in his political sentiments, his place 
was wanted fora Democrat. It was at least 


expected of Hoffmann that he would follow 


the excellent example set him by Mr. Ham. 
Has he done this? 

Appraiser Hoffmann was hardly warm in 
his seat before he was engaged actively and 
perniciously in politics. In fact, not among all 
the President's appointees, not exceping that 
of Benton in Missouri or Higgins in Washing- 
ton, has there been such a notorious, fla- 
grant, and audacious violation of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s injunction to his officeholders. He 
was not alone the presiding officer of a con- 
vention to nominate a Mayor, but when that 
convention failed to nominate he was author- 
ized to appoint a committee to find a candi- 


date, and thus embodied the entire functions 


of the convention in himself. When that 
convention reassembled and hissed down 


| resolutions of respect for the President he 
vas its presiding officer and did not protest 
or leave his seat. When it became apparent 
mat no candidate could be found he reinforced 
Carter Harrison in his effort to deliver the 
Democratic party over into the hands of the |

It is claimed by usually 
well-informed parties that all the wheat now 
in store in the Northwest is practically dis- 
posed of for milling, either in that section or 
abroad, and that there is no danger of any of 
it coming thisway. The news of slight rains 
on the Pacific Slope and in Indiana and Ohio 
caused a partial change of sentiment yester- 
day in regard to crop prospects, but the rain- 
fall was of little value except as a promise of 
more to come. The drouth has been especi- 
ally severe in the Southwest. 


Amend the Town School Law. 

Owing to the Election Commissioners having to 
make arrangements for the election of School 
Trustees in the Towns of Lake, Hyde Park, Lake 
View, Cicero, and Jefferson next Saturday, and 
for School Directors in some of the districts of 
those towns a week from Saturday, the canvass 
of the city vote not begin until next Mon- 
day. The circumstance calls attention to the 
necessity of amending the School law so as to 
provide that school officers shall be elected at 
the same time as town and village officers. 

Under the present law the towns nämed will 
have four elections within the month of April. 
Those districts containing more. than 2,000 in- 
habitants elect members of a Board of Educa- 
tion the first Saturday in April. School Trust- 
ees for each town are elected the second Satur- 
day of April, and in districts containing less than 
2,000 inhabitants School Directors are elected 
the third Saturday of April. Alt those elections 
are held according to the Wright amendment un- 
der the new Election law. The hours of opening 
and closing the polls are the same, the precincts 
and polling-places are identical with those for 
the town elections, and the same judges and 
clerks are employed. The expenses are, of course, 
the same in each case. This is, of course, absurd, 
and the School law can be easily amended so as 
to doaway with the absurdity. School officers 
should be elected the same day as village and 
If the law 
isso amended as to provide that this shall be 
done the expenses will be cut down immensely 
and there will always be a full vote for school 
officers, in itself a most desirable thing. 

It is very ridiculous that the whole Congres- 
sional Town of Lake and Hyde Park, from West- 
ern avenue to the lake and the city limits to the 
Indiana State line, should for the election of one 


School Trustee be put to an expense equal to the 


combined expenses of the two towns for last 
Tuesday's election. Tomorrow's vote will not 
exceed one-fifth of Tuesday's vote. And there 
will be a repetition of the ballot-boxing again a 
week from Saturday. No wonder pecple get 
tired and that the election of school officers, 
who spend much more than half of all the money 
raised by taxation. goes by default, and that 
crooks and ignoramuses are members of the 
suburban school boards. 


The Socialists Playing Out in Lake, 

A comparison of the vote of last Tuesday in 
the Town of Lake with the vote cast last No- 
vember indicates a remarkable weakening of 
the Socialist organizations there, and a cor- 
responding strengthening of the party of law and 
order. Butler, the Socialist candidate for Sheriff, 
received 3,680 votes there last November. Me- 
Gurn, the candidate of the same organizations 
for Supervisor, received but 2.907 votes last 
Tuesday. This is a falling off of nearly 700 votes, 
about 18 per cent. The law-and-order vote, on 
the other hand, shows a remarkable increase. 
The combined vote of the Democrats ana Repub- 
lieans for the State ticket last fall was 2,336. 


\ Washburn’s vote last Tuesday was 4,227, an in- 


crease of 90 per cent. Some other cgndidates 
polled a higher vote than Mr. Washburn. The 
falling off is no doubt due to the fact that the 
workingmen of the town discovered the duplicity 
of Martin Irons Butler, and that they found 
it did not pay to continue making war on their 
employers atthe behest of walking delegates. 
The strikes of last year deprived hundreds 
of honest men of their bread and  but- 
ter and seriously cmppled the industries 
of the Stock-Yards region, thus diminishing the 
chances for obtaining lucrative employment for 
along time to come.

The Carpenters Say They Will Stick It Out 
—The Brickmakers. 

The proposition made by the contracting car- 
penters to their employés was yesterday morning 
rejected by the latter on account of the refusal 
of the former to recognize the union of the em- 
ployés. Greenebaum Hall was crowded when 
the vote Was taken, and a motion to repudiate 
the action of the bosses passed unanimously. It 
was also decided to remain firm for eight hours 
and 35 cents per hour. The latter point can be 


arbitrated, and should the men be recognized as 
a body they would accept 30 cents. The point on 
which the fight hinges now, contractors think, is 
hardly worth considering at present. 

The carpenters addressed a circular to the 
master builders asking them to rescind their 
action relating to the recognition of the union. 
Secretary Brennock said he had been waited on 
by a committee of contractors who had asked 
him to advertise & meeting of contractors in 
Greenebaum’s Hall at 3 o'clock this afternoon, 
the object being to reconsider the action taken 
at the bosses’ meeting Wednesday afternoon. 

J. F. Nagle, a contractor. said that it was only 
a question of a short time, if the strike con- 
tinued, before all the other building trades would 
be involved in the struggle. “The plumbers and 
steamfitters are waiting for us today, and in a 
week or two masons will have to quit. 
The inters, the bricklayers, plastere 
and odcarriers will all be compell 

stop work, and if the strike continues 
any length of time it will reach further, and lum- 
bermen, lime men, and brickmakers will be laid 
off and milis will be shut down. It will affect 
the eral interest of men connected with the 
buil trades, and will affect everybody indi- 
rectly. Weareina very bad position, having 
been caught with uncompleted contracts. The 
only th I see that can be done is to call a 
meeting of the master carpenters and arrange it 
so that we ourselves can Ve to work and finish 
all existing contracts, and then we can let the 
strike go on.“ 

Word was received in the city that the cores - 
ters of Hyde Park, to the number of 200, 
struck for the same schedule as that of the city 
carpenters. 

In consequence of disturbances among work- 
ing brickmakers, the commencement of opera- 
tions is liable to be greatly delayed this spring. 
Mr. Fred Zapel, No. 1525 Ashland avenue, man- 
ufacturer of hand-made bricks, Was seen by a re- 
porter and says that the date of the commence- 
ment of manufacture this year is quite uncer- 
tain, In 1886 and previous years the wages of 
the different classes of operatives were $2.50, 
$2.25, and d per day. Then a gang of eight men 
made 8,000 bricks daily. Last year, after the 
eight-hour day came into operation in this busi- 
ness we paid the same wages and the daily 
amount was reduced to 7,000. The rate of pay 
has got to the highest notch. There is buta 
very small margin now forthe bosses, and the 
price of brick cannot well be increased. If the 
workmen make further demands 1 for one will 
not start up this year.“ 

A member of the firm of Mayer & Cohn, West- 
ern avenue and Elston road, was seen and said 
substantially the same thing. 

The carpenters’ strike is attracting but little 
attention.

St. CATHARINES, Ont., April 7.—The stone-

THE OHICAGO ELECTION. 


Socialism Heavily Downed — Centralized 
Form of Government a Great Benefit. 

New York Tunes There are two points settled 
by the election of Mr. Roche in Chicago. One is 
that the voters of that city can defend them- 
selves With the ballot against Socialists who 
seek to attack them with that weapon. The 
other is that goncentration of power in the ex- 
ecutive officer of a large city brings the affairs of 
the city more surely under popular control, and 
therefore is safer than can be the case under the 
system of mixed and divided powers usually 
adopted. 

The first point is of the greatest oo im- 
portance. A great many people have been 
scared by the recent demonstrations of Social- 
iam in thie country, ana 2 by the 
tendency of organized workingmen to accept, 
more or less decidedly, Socialist ideas such as 
those of Henry George. Between the manners, 
80 to speak, of Georgeism and those of Chicago 
Socialism there is a marked difference.. Be- 
tween the essential ideas involved in the two 
there is not so much. Both impiy the denial, 
more or less complete, of the rights of individual 
ownership and the * the control of 

roperty may be taken by Government—that 
6 to „by the men who for the time being 
are intrustefi with the powers of the 
Government. Both rest on the assumption that 
the Government can and ought to provide at the 

eneral 0 — — of the comforts, conven- 
ences, and luxuries that are now secured, if at 
all, by those who can and will pay for them. The 
advocates of both have sought to promote their 
principles by political agencies, and have met 
with complete defeat. In Chi the defeat was 
more complete, because the ue was 
clearly ; because the Socialism there was 
ot a more open and Mr kind, and because 
it would have acqui by success at the polis 
greater opportunity for the execution of its pur- 
es. is shows sim that the nearer such 
eas are carried to their logical conclusion—the 
nearer, that is, that they approach the point of 
ete ee application—the more thoroughly the 
merican voters will stamp them out. 

And this fact gives im ee to the second 
point, the greater contro! of the people over con- 
evntrated power than can be had over scattered 

wer. In Chicago the Mayor is, in law and in 

during his term of office, the manager of the 
more important of the municipal business. 
He has practically unlimited power over the Po- 
lice and Fire Departments and a good deal of in- 
fluence over the other departments. This ex- 
tends to appointments and removals. Under this 
system Carter Harrison built up his personal 
party, and that fact made a good many citizens 
of Chicago look with longing eyes for the inter- 
ference of the Legislature to disarm him. It is 
lucky that this wus not done. Harrison was able 
to carry out his purposes only so long as he 
could keep his party with him, but very 
nature of those purposes led to the disruption 
of his party. He was not only a bad Mayor, but 
selfish. He cared nothing for his party save as 
he could use it to advance his interests. He nec- 
essarily made enemies on all hands, because he 
d ted the decent Democrats with his shame- 
lesness and the merely partisan schemers with 
his greéd. The time came, and had to come, 
when he was unable to swing the machinery of 
the party and aiso secure the general support of 
its members. When that time came the great 
powers of his office made it worth while for the 
people to act, and they have acted in a manner 
absolutely decisive. 

For two years to come, at least, there will be 
no red-flag processions through the streets of 
Chicago, no Anarchist demonstrations on the 
Lake-Front, no call “to arms or similar incen- 
diary utterances from the Arbeiter-Zeitung. 

Not only will the general opinion of the coun- 
try be strongly reassured by the disastrous check 

inistered to the Chicago Socialists, but other 
cities may take a lesson in the art yof bringing 
their affairs within their own reach. It shows 
that when the crisis comes a bad manin a high 
place, clothed with great trusts, can be more 
easily and more thoroughly suppressed than a 
combination of bad men sharing important 
trusts between them. The voters of Chicago 
would not have come out as they did yesterday 
if they had not had great interests, clearly de- 
fined, at stake, The victory of honesty and free- 
dom over dishonesty and the tyranny of Social- 
ism, which is the worst kind of tyran ever 
given form under representative institutions, is 
a double victory. It vindicates the sense 
and capacity for self-government of commu- 
nity of Chi and it vindicates aiso the appli- 
cation of business principles to the conduct of 
public affairs. 


REORGANIZING THE DEMOCRACY. 


Kern’s Scheme Working Beautifally—A 
Convention In May. 

The Democratic reorganization scheme was 
given a big impetus by the developments last 
week, and Charley Kern now reports the whole 
matter as being on the high road to success. He 
was asked yesterday what progress was being 
made, and he replied that the reform movement 
was almost carrying itself in each precinct 


He declared that the or- 
ganizution as it at present exists was the finest 
in the county, that when the plan was
